CONGRESS HEARS A REPORT ON

The Coart Grossly Abused Its Power 
In Attempting to Regulate Such 
M atters as W ere Affected by the 
Northern Pacific Order—No

peachment Likely. 


W a sh in g to n, May 4—Judge Jen k ­ 
ins will not be impeached, but he has 
no reason to feel happy. 
The report 
of the committee th a t examined his 
case was submitted to-day. 
It was a 
majority report, signed by Chairman 
Bostmer, of Louisiana, and Congress­ 
man Kerry, of Arkansas. 
Tney re ­ 
view the circumstances leading up to 
the injunction forbidding Northern 
Pacific employes to strike and sajT: 
“ Your committee has no hesitancy 
in declaring th a t the injunction was a 
gross abuse of the powers of the court. 
The m atter dealt w ith was beyond the 
jurisdiction of the judge.” 
The committee did not support the 
idea of impeachment, however,believ­ 
ing th at the w rong was not intentional. 


W a sh in g t o n, May 4.—By a vote ot 
37 to I the democratic caucus yester­ 
day afternoon passed a 
resolution 
agreeing to support the tariff bill of 
the finance committee, including the 
compromise amendments, thus shut­ 
ting off the introduction on the floor 
of amendments by any senator. 
This, 
it is said, insures the passage of the 
measure. 
Six senators were absent 
Mills. Murphy, Lindsay, Irby, Butler 
and Gibson. The only person in whose 
absence there m ight be any signifi­ 
cance are Senators M urphy and Mills. 
Senator Mills was not a t the senate 
during the day. 
It is believed th a t he 
has some objections to the concessions 
th a t have been made, but he has pre­ 
viously announced th a t he would sup­ 
port any bill th at provided for reduc­ 
tions in the present law. 
Senator 
Murphy’s position has all along teen 
one of doubt, but several democratic 
senators assert th a t he will support 
the bill, and he is counted in the forty- 
three which are claimed as certain to 
vote in its favor. 
In presenting the resolution and 
stating the object of the caucus Sena­ 
tor Gorman made a conciliatory speech. 
He said it was necessary to make con­ 
cessions in order to secure the united 
support of the party and he fu rther 
asserted th at it would need a demo­ 
cratic m ajority to pass the bill. 
Ile 
said concessions had been made on 
all sides. 
Senator McPherson of New Jersey 
spoke in support of the resolution and 
dw elt a t some length upon the con­ 
cessions which northern and eastern 
democrats had been obliged to make 
and w hat they had to give up in order 
to meet the demands of the south and 
west. 
The two principal speeches made 
during the caucus were those of Sen­ 
ator Jones, explaining the reason for 
and origin of the compromise and 
giving some of the details of the 
amendments, and by Senator Hill on 
opposition to the bill as it is proposed 
to amend it* 
Mr. Jones told why 
the m ajority of the dem ocratic sena­ 
tors representing the south and west 
w anted the income tax and why the 
m inority from the north and east were 
opposed to i t 
He also said th at the 
sugar schedule had been changed so 
as to provide for an 
ad valorem 
duty of IO per cent and an additional 
duty of one-eighi of a cent on refined 
sugar, w ith a penalty of one-tenth of 
a cent on sugar imported from coun­ 
tries paying a bounty on sugar, the 
present law, w ith the bounty to stand 
until Jan. I next. 
He said th at the ad valorem tax was 
not m aterially different from the sugar 
provision in the pending bilk 
He said 
in conclusion th at an earnest effort 
had been made to harmonize all inter­ 
ests, th a t many concessions had been 
made to the eastern and northern 


conferences w ith the democratic lead­ 
ers as to the course of the bill when it 
shall be reported and has told them 
th at when the bill as it is to be 
amended is reported, he for one, will 
be willing to come to an understand­ 
ing as to the time for debate. 
He has 
also intim ated th a t if absolute assur­ 
ance can be given th at forty-three 
democratic votes can be secured for 
the bill he will probably advise the re­ 
publicans to refrain from dilatory 
tactics.

OPERATORS WANT A 
SETTLEMENT 


Coal Troubles May Be Ended By a Com­ 
promise—Term* Under Dis«*as*ion. 


P ittsb u r g, Pa., May 4.—Coal mine 
operators from Illinois, Indiana, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania met in Pittsburg 
yesterday and decided to take steps to 
settle the strike. 
A fter a conference 
among themselves they sent for the 
m iners’ officials. 
W ith the latter they 
talked the situation over and agreed 
upon a joint call for an inter-state 
conference to be held in Cleveland 
May 15. 
The joint call was then 
draw n up by President McBride, in 
accordance 
w ith 
the 
wishes 
of 
the operators 
and signed 
by all 
present. 
By the 15th, it was stated, 
he m arket will be cleared of coal 
and it will be a good time to resume 
work. 
The conference will be held 
under the rules of the old inter-state 
conventions. 
These give the miners 
and operators of each district four 
votes each. The m ajority of operators 
favor paying the inter state rates. 
The scale runs from *60 and 65 cents in 
Illinois and Indiana to 79 centsj n 
Pittsburg. 
The miners are opposed to 
any compromise and will not listen to 
one. 
lf the miners succeed in having 
the inter-state agreem ent adopted it 
will be their greatest victory. 
It is 
the first national strike among the 
miners in over tw enty years. 


The striking miners were considerably 
surprised w*hen the troops arrived, but 
conducted themselves peaceably with 
the exception of hooting the militia­ 
men as they formed in line 
Up to 
midnight nothing had been received 
relative to the shooting at Mountain 
Iron.

BRAVE FIG H T MADE BY 
AN 
O LD j LADY. 


A t2 A. M. She Awoke to Find Her 
Home in Flam es—She Gave Battle 
and Did Much to Subdue the Fire 
Before the Neighbors Reached the 
Spot. 


Alone in the house and w ith her 
hands and face burned to a blister, 
Mrs. Selleck.the sixty-year-old mother 
of J. O. Selleck, engineer on the Chi­ 
cago & N orthw estern railway, fought 
th e flames th a t were destroying the 
home of her son a t 
2 o'clock this 
m orning. 
The house is the fourth building 
oast of the school for the blind on the 
opposite side of the road. 
I t was 2 o’clock this morning when 
the stifling smoke aroused Mrs. Selleck 
from sleep. 
She had been in such a 
plight before and realized a t once th at 
the house was on fire. 
Running to 
the basem ent kitchen she found the 
woodwork in flame*. 
Her next door 
neighbor heard her cries and hurried 
to her assistance, but she was already 
a t work. 
W ith the scanty supply of 
w ater 
from cisterns, 
the fire was 
finally extinguished. 
M rs. S elleck B a d ly B u rn ed 
Mrs. Selleck was clad only in her 
night, clothes and suffered serious 
burns. 
Her hands were hurt most but 
h er face was covered w ith blisters 
w lu n medical help arrived. 
So hot 
w as the fire th a t windows fifteen feet 
aw ay from the burned wood work 
were all burned out. 
An 
inspection 
of 
the damaged 
building showed th a t the fire origin­ 
ated in a closet in the basement, co*n- 
m u n i-ating to the kitchen and stairs 
leading to the upper p a it of the house. 
Considerable clothing was destroyed 
and the basem ent was considerably 
dam aged by tirewhile the whole house 
was damaged by the dense smoke. 
The loss is covered by insurace in 
Silas Hayner’s agency. 
H as P u t 
O ut T h ree F ires. 
“ This is the third tim e I have saved 
a house from burning,” said old Mrs. 
Selleck to a Gazette reporter as she 
nursed her sm arting hands and face; 
“ and I think I have played fireman 
long enough to be placed on the re­ 
tired list.” 
A few years ago Mrs. Selleck nearly 
lost her life in a burning building. 
Fire alarm box 555, located a t the 
School for the Blind, was not “ pulled,” 
although there was occasion for it. 
Toe members of the fire departm ent 
were a little surprised when they 
learned of the fire, and th a t they had 
escaped a tw o mile run w ith the 
fire steamer. 
Mrs. Selleck did not 
knew of the alarm box a t the School 
for the Blind,or the alarm would have 
been sent in.
